A GOOD OP E N IX G . 


The Rev. Ssmuel W. Dike, the corres­ 
ponding secretary of the National Di­ 
vorce Reform League, makes a sugges­ 
tion of considerable value upon that sub­ 
ject. 
Be is not reedy yet to accept the 
idea of a constitutional amendment, but 
be 'proposes one step which might be 
taken in the direction of a general re­ 
form, and which could hardly fail to have 
a powerful influence. This is, that con­ 
gress could take up the marriage and di­ 
vorce laws of the territories, and more 
particularly those of the District of Col­ 
umbia, the administration of which has 
wen attended with grave evils. The ter­ 
ritories show a larger proportion of di­ 
vorces than any parts of the corni­ 
fy.

d its power to cheek this abuse, reform- 
ng the divorce laws as it did in the case 
f Utah.

vorces, or probably fully one half the 
lumber of marriages. Most of these 
rere secured by people living in the 
ast, The scandal was so great that the 
lormons themselves led in the move* 
lent for the repeal of the law.

ie other territories the record is still 
ad. Congress, by taking action where 
has unquestioned jurisdiction, and es- 
eoinlly in the District of Columbia, 
light do much to stimulate reform aud 
low the way to many of the states. 
The argument for a constitutional

’om the common belief that a very 
irge percentage of the divorces are cf 
ersons who have purposely sought out 
ie state where they can be easily ch­ 
ined.

It thi& should prove 
be true, this feature of the divorce 
nation, upon which so much stress has 
en laid, will be of comparatively little 
iportance, and we shall be brought 
ck to a consideration of the deeper 
iderlying causes of the evil. 


W e s t c h e s t e r , N. Y., May 
8 .— The 
dwelling-house of Watson Bownos was de­ 
stroyed by fire about 1:30 o’clock this 
morning and five persons were burned to 
death. 
The household consisted of 
Watson 
Bownes, his wife, hiA mother, two children, 
and two servants. 
Just how tho fire start­ 
ed is not known, but it is supposed that a 
lamp which was left burning in the hall 
exploded 
and 
kindled the woodwork. 
When Mr. Bownes was awakened by the 
crackling of the dames the fire had already 
gained great headway and the house was 
filled with smoke. 
Ho immediately gave 
the alarm and then started to carry his 
wife into the open air. 
In doing this he 
was severely burned about the feet and 
body, and Mrs. Bownes was also burned 
about the head, neck, and shoulders 
While Bownes was rescuing his wife he 
could plainly hear cries of agony from his 
mother and his two children, but he was 
unable to reach them and they perished. 
Rate Dunn, a servant, and her sister An­ 
nie, who came to visit her last night, also 
died in the burning house. 
The engine company whose building is 
directly across the street from the scene of 
the fire, turned out and, assisted by the 
villagers, tried to extinguish the blaze. 
Tho old-fashioned machine was of little 
use, however, and the 
building 
was 
burned to the ground. 
A desperate effort 
was made by the firemen and villagers to 
rescue the inmates, but the elderly Mrs. 
Bownes and the two children were dead 
before they could be taken out. 
The little 
ones were in their grandmother’s arms. 
The servant girls were also dead. 
Mr. 
Bownes is a Mason and is being cared for 
by the fraternity. 
It is feared that his 
wife’s injuries will result fatally.

Island Park, 
the beautiful resort on Lake Winnebago, 
six miles north of Oshkosh, was visited by 
a fire at noon yesterday which nearly 
wiped it out of existence. 
Tho flames 
originated in the dry grass on the island 
and spread to the buildings, which were 
destroyed. 
The handsome club house, the 
large pavilion, three cottages, and out­ 
buildings were destroyed, with all their 
contents of costly furnishings. 
The loss is

Q uick B laze Id a Saw M ill. 
W a u s a u , Wis., May 
8 .—Knox Bros.’ 
saw mill burned Tuesday, caused by fric­ 
tion of the clutch on the band-mill in the 
basement of the building. 
Quick as a 
flash the fire sprung through the floor and 
spread over the mill, the men employed in 
the building jumping through windows and 
down the log slide to save their lives. 
Workmen from all the mills in the city 
with their mill hose turned out and assisted 
the fire department. 
The mill was valued 
at $50,000 and insured for $ ’0,000. 
The 
engine was worth $1,000 and tho boilers 
$3,000, and were slightly injured. 
Out of 
7,000,000 feet of lumber 8,000 feet burned. 
The lumber was insured. 
The firm will 
rebuild the mill. 
One hundred and twen­ 
ty-five men are thrown out of employment 
by the fire.

frow Long I t T akes fo r an Id e a to J£«C*b 
th e B rain . 
Some of tha readers have no doubt elo­ 
quently made use of the expression “ quTdk 
as thought,” but have any of them ever 
thought to consider how quick thought is? 
A writer in the Nineteenth Century hk« 
made some interesting calculations regard­ 
ing the comparative length of time it takes 
to call to mind various every day facta. 
It takes about two-fifths of a second to 
call to mind the country in whioh a well­ 
known town is situated, or the language 
in which a familiar author wrote. 
We can 
think of the name of next month in half 
the time we need to think of the name of 
last month. 
It takes one-third of a second 
to add numbers consisting of one digit, 
and half a second to multiply them. Such 
experiments give us considerable insight 
into the mind. 
Those used to reckoning can add two to 
three in less time than 
others; those 
familiar with literature can remember 
more quickly than others that Shakespeare 
wrote “Hamlet.” 
It takes longer to men­ 
tion a month when a season hasbeenjglven 
than to say to what mofith a season 
belongs. 
Tho time taken up in choosing a motion, 
the “ will time,” can be measured as well 
as the time taken up in perceiving. 
If I 
do not know which of two colored lights is 
to bo presented, and must lift my right 
hand if it be red and my loft if It bo blue, 
I need about one-thirteenth of a second to 
Initiate the correct motipn. 
I have also 
boon able to register the soAnd waves made 
In the air by speaking, and thus have de­ 
termined that in order to call up the name 
belonging to a printed word I need about 
one-ninth of a second, to a picture one- 
quarter of a second, and to a color one- 
third of a second. 
A letter can be seen more quickly than a 
word, but we are so used to reading aloud 
that the process has become quite auto­ 
matic, and a word can be read with greater 
case and in less time than a letter can be 
named. 
The same experiments made on 
other persons give times differing but lit­ 
tle from my own. 
Mental process, how­ 
ever takes place more slowly in children, Id 
the aged, and in the uneducated.

R ussian S u p erstitio n . 
The superstition of Russian peasants is 
often exploited, and the magistrates them­ 
selves do not hesitate to turn it to {account 
in the interests of justice and of their pro­ 
fessional reputations. 
A man was recently 
found murdered in the village of Mala Os- 
choura, government of Kazau, and his two 
sons, Termolaj and Loguin, were arrested 
on suspicion. 
Tho case was put into the 
hands of a Kazau magistrate, Mr. Ogresko, 
for investigation. After weeks of futile cross­ 
examination Ogresko, who was convinced 
of the guilt of Termolaj, who was known 
to have had a bitter grudge against his 
father, devised the following trick to wring 
a confession from the culprit: 
Accompa­ 
nied by a village sorcerer ho presented 
himself in tho ceil of the two brothers, and, 
placing two cups on the table, said: 
‘‘The 
cup on my left hand is Termolaj’s, and 
that on my right is Loguin’s. 
Now, 
I am 
going 
to 
fill these cups with 
water which has been bewitched by thil 
sorcerer. 
The water which falls into tho 
cup of the innocent man will remain deaf 
and still, but will boil up and overflow in 
tho cup of tho guilty parricide.” 
If Ter­ 
molaj had ever had occasion to take a seid­ 
litz powder, ho would perhaps have not 
made a confession which at next Kazau 
assizes will send him to Siberia for the rest 
of his life. 
Loguin, it appears, had re­ 
ceived four rubles from him to keep silent, 
and manfully had stuck to his contract.

S p r in g f ie ld , IU., May 8.—The H olm 
took another rattle at the State board of 
health Tuesday on a bill amending tile 
medical practice act by striking out tho 
eleventh section of tho law. 
This is the 
section which prohibits itinerant vendin g 
of drugs and medicines and fixes a license 
fee of $100 a month. 
Mr. 
Pike led the 
adherents of tho new bill, disp'aying a 
long petition in fav> r of its p issage. 
Mr. 
Stoskopf defended the section of the law 
which it was proposed to repeal and a1 
the operations of the State board of hea th 
under it, declaring that by Teas n of the 
provisions of section l l the board had to a 
large extent been enabled to rid the State 
of quacks and medical shams. Dr. Converse 
followed ip an equally vig rous speech on 
the same sjde. 
Referring to tho fact that 
there was not now a licensed vender of 
nostrums in the State he proceeded to sh >w 
that the board had acted for tho good <>f 
the peop'e and against frauds and robbers 
who had previous y infested every com­ 
munity. 
He (Converse) was in favor of 
keeping tho medical professi rn of Illinois 
at its present high standard. 
It was a 
protection t> citizens for which tho State 
board of health w asentit’ed to credit. The 
bill only got 41 votes when put upon its 
passage, and there were OI against it. 
Mr. Dixon’s election bill was passed by 
the House. 
It includes the amendment 
offered by Mr. 
Hurst, providing that all 
towns were city and township elections ore 
held on the same day, and tho cities and 
towns are co extensive, it shill be lawful 
to print tho name of the candidates for 
both town a n i city officers on one ticket 
and use only one ballot-box. 
Heretofore 
the practice has been to have separate 
tickets and separate boxes, and in many 
instances tickets were placed in tile wrong 
box and could not be counted because of 
this irregularity. 
(JThe House sent to third reading Mr. Mc 
Clanahan’s prohibition bill, after refusing 
to s t r i k e out the enacting words by a vote 
of 51 to GG. 
The bill rostri ts the sale of 
liquor to medicinal awd sacramental pur­ 
poses. 
Dealers must procure permits t rom 
the county judge, who has discretionary 
a u t h o r i t y to determine whether o r not the 
b u s iL e s s is essential to a particular local­ 
ity, and they are required to keep a record 
of sales. 
The judiciary committee had 
tacked on an amendment providing that 
the act shall be submitted to the people for 
ratification, and i f they vote affirmatively 
the (Governor is to is.>uo a proclamation in 
conformity therewith. 
Tho act 
is to go 
into effect May I, 1*90. 
The bill seems 
to meet with more favor than either the 
prohibition amendment to the constitution 
or the county option bill, but tho v o t e to­ 
day is not indicative that it can get the 
necessary 7 7 v^tes on passage. 
The pros­ 
pect is that iwwiil fail, but friends of tho 
measure are greatly encouraged to believe 
that with all of tho members present it 
will pass the House. 
The House had a hot struggle over the 
bill reported from the committee on build 
ing, loan and homestead associations regu­ 
lating those organizations and providing 
for Stato inspection. 
Mr. Mahoney lei 
the opposition with a motion to strike out 
a section. 
A motion to strike out the en­ 
acting words followed, and there was a 
lively debate. 
The motion prevailed by 
75 to 53, Mr. Baker changing and giving 
notice of a "* motion to reconsider. 
There 
does not appear to be any prospect of re­ 
versing the action. 
The prison commissioners report that it 
is not only pos'.ible but feasible to m anu­ 
facture bind ing twine at the Joliet peni­ 
tentiary. 
They estimate that the cost of a 
plant and fibers necessary to produce 1,500 
tons a year will amount to $372,250, and 
that tho cost of manufacture will not ex­ 
ceed IJ cents a pound of twine.

salary is $4,500 a year. 
I t took the President) a long tim e to 
m ake up his mind whom he w anted for the 
civil-service commission, but he has a t last 
nam ed Theodore Roosevelt and H ugh S 
Thompson for the tw o vacancies, and de 
tided to retain Commissioner Lym an, who 
has been a m em ber of the board ever since 
it was first organized. 
Thompson was ap 
pointed a t the close of the Cleveland ad 
m inistration, but was not confirmed.

JO H N S H O P K IN S H O S P IT A L . 


I t Is O pened w itn Im p o sin g C erem onies 
—A M agnificent In stitu tio n . 


B a l t i m o r e , 
Md., M ay 8 . — Tho Johns 
H opkins hospital, a t M onum ent street and 
Broadw ay, was form ally opened this m orn­ 
ing. 
It is one of the finest and m ost com­ 
p lete institutions in the world, em bi acing 
seventeen buildings, which cover 
four 
acres of ground, and are surrounded by a 
ten-acre park. 
Its construction was begun 
m ore than ten years ago, and the total cost 
was $2,500,000. 
Tho founder of the Johns 
H opkins university is the founder of tho 
hospital. 
Over ono thousand tw o hundred in v ita­ 
tions to attend to-day’s ceremonies were 
sent to persons in various p arts of the 
U nited States. 
Addresses were delivered 
by Francis T. K ing, 
president of the 
hospital; Dr. John B. Billings, U. S. A., 
and I). C. Gilman, president of tho Johns 
H opkins university. 
One of the m ost in­ 
teresting portions of Mr. K ing’s address 
was a quotation from a letter w ritten by 
Johns H opkins, which clearly sets fo rth in 
a few words tho good he purposed to ac ­ 
complish. 
It is addressed to his trustees 
and reads as follows; “ You shall receive 
into tho hospital the indigent sick of this 
city w ithout regard to sex, age, or color, 
who m ay require surgical or m edical tre a t­ 
m ent, and the poor of this city and S tate 
who are stricken by any casualty.”

They talked 
the matter over and they took into their 
counsels Alderman Norris. 
Now, besides being the representative 
from the fourth ward, Alderman Norris 
of the committee on parks. 
And he is withal a devoted admirer of 
flowers and of graceful landscape gar­ 
dening. 
“Flowers in the parks?” he remarked 
approvingly when the subject was men­ 
tioned to him. “There couldn’t be a 
better thing done anywhere. 
It will 
make the parks better for us and for 
those who follow us as well.” 
Then the fonrth waid alderman began 
to make plans. He looked through the 
neighborhood around the two parks and 
fonnd that he woald have plenty of en­ 
couragement in whatever he wanted to 
do. Ladies in the third and fourth 
wards and in others stood ready and 
willing to do their share toward making 
the parks plaoes of beauty. Ae for the 
labor and oare required, there was Gar 
dener Tom. Croft, who was nuder pay 
from the city to take care of the parks 
the year round. Alderman Norris looked 
the ground over. Then he decided to 
recommend that large dower gardens 
be 
prepared 
in 
each 
of 
the 
city parks, and that the ladies of the city 
be invited tc furnish plants to aid in 
stocking them. This recommendation 
will probably be made at the next meet­ 
ing of the council, and is likely to be re­ 
ceived with favor. In case it is adopted 
there will be gardens in the fourth ' ward 
park, one large one in the upper half of 
the court house park aud several in the 
lower half; The upper garden is to be 
made of value to botanical students, as 
well as being made a source of beauty. 
Alderman Noiris’ idea is certainly a good 
one.
